Washington, Aug. 1—(AP) 


—The Atomic Energy Com- 
mission announced today its 
new and more effective atom- 
ic bombs — proof-tested at 
Eniwetok—are being produced 
"on an industrial basis." 


It also said uranium and 


plutonium for bombs and oth- 
er atomic energy uses are be- 
ing produced "in greater 
quantities than ever before." 


Relating "advances in all 


phases of the national atomic 
energy program," the AEC in 
its sixth semi-annual report 
to congress also listed prog- 
ress on the medical front, in- 
cluding indications that rela- 
tively inexpensive radioactive 
cobalt may eventually prove 
to be a better cancer treat- 
ment than radium. 


At the same time the AEC dis- 


closed it had found ace-in-the-hole 
sources of uranium in this country 
that could be used at same future 
time for military applications—in 
the case of the uranium we now 
get at home and abroad should 
cease to be available. 


This country now gets most of 


its uranium from the Belgian Con- 
go and Canada, which have ores 
of a high uranium content. Some 
of the precious stuff also comes 
from low-grade carnotitc ore of 
the Colorado plateau—an ore rela- 
tively low in uranium content. 


The commission told today of 


extensive exploration and prospect 
by the AEC and the U. S. Geologi-

Car Wood Takes Wraps Off 


'Ocean Liner of Tomorrow9 


Detroit,, Aug. 1.—(AP)—Inventor-Industrialist Gar Wood has 


taken the wraps off a secret ship that eventually may make ocean 
liners like the Queen Mary obsolete. 


It's a strange looking craft with 


twin hulls. 
She knifes through 


the waves instead of climbing over 
them. The retired king of speed- 
boat racing calls it a prototype 
of the express passenger liner of 
tomorrow. 


For 28 years Wood has been 


designing a ship unlike anything 
that ever before put to «ea. He 
talked publicly for the first time 
yesterday about his 120-ton experi- 
mental ciaft named "Venturi." 


The ship, which cruises at 26 


knots through high waves at a 
completely even keel vithout roll 


or pitch was started as a hush- 
hush job for the army air forces in 
1944. The air forces had wanted 
an extremely mobile radio-con- 
trolled target vessel, but the war 
ended before the AAF secured full 
value from Wood's ship. 


The ship, 180 feet long and 40 


feet wide, looks much like a float- 
ing tunnel when you see her head- 
on. 
A broad deck connects the 


two hulls 22 feet above the water- 
line. 
Wood says she is unsink- 


able.

Polio Is 
Spreading 


in State 


Springfield, 111.. Aug. 1—(AP) — 


Twenty-eight new infantile paraly- 
sis cases were reported by the 
Illinois health department today 
on the heels of the worst July 
in the state's polio history. 


The new attacks sent the total 


this year soaring to 376, more 
than triple the number for the 
corresponding 1948 period. 


The reports came from widely 


scattered sections. They included 
Aurora's first two polio cases. 


Worse Than 1946 


Closing the books on last month, 


the department said 298 infec- 
tions were recorded. 
The previ- 


ous high of 294 came in July, 1946. 


To date, there have been 22 


confirmed polio deaths — all in 
July. 
Ten persons died of in- 


fantile paralysis in July, 1946, and 
only four in the same month a 
year ago. 


While many 
cities 
elsewhere 


stepped up polio prevention activi- 
ties, Springfield health authorities 
ordered a slight relaxation in their 
five-day quarantine of children 
under 16 to their premises. 


Dr. J. H. Shamel, city health 


superintendent, excluded the state 
fairgrounds just north of Spring- 
field from the quarantined area. 
The 10-day fair is scheduled to 
start a week from Friday. 


Shamel said he would leave the 


policy there up to state authori- 
ties, who said they do not plan 
to reimpose similar restrictions. 


Schuman Statement 
? 


Dr. Leonard M. Schuman, chief 


of the state health department's 
division of communicable diseases, 
said: 


"We do not recognize that the 


quarantine is effective in stopping 
the spread of the disease. 
We 


prefer people to make voluntary 
decisions in this regard." 


Dr. Schuman and other health 


officials previously have recom- 
mended such measures as avoid- 
ing crowds, undue exertion, un- 
necessary travel and visiting areas 
where polio is prevalent.

New York. Aug. 1—(AP)—The 


National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis has advanced $3,551,265 
in emergency aid to its chapters in 
40 states in the first seven months 
of this year.

ber of polio cases was greatest 
since the epidemic of 1916—only 
$1,723,558 was advanced to the 
state chapters m emergency aid.

America /s Creating New 


Policy in 'The Far East

The question of what, if any, 


further material aid America can 
usefully give to hard-pressed na- 
tionalist China in her fight for 
survival against the Chinese Com- 
munist revolutionists has 
again 


become a burning subject of public 
oebate. 


Meanwhile 
the 
Washington 


elate department is engaged in 
creating a new pattern for far 
eastern diplomacy, including the 
policy for China. 
Philip C Jas- 


fup, ambassador at large, is head- 
ing a group of experts who are 
preparing an exhaustive report on 
past policies toward China, sup- 
posedly to clear the way for a 
fresh policy. This report is ex- 
pected to be published in the im- 
mediate future. 


Thus far there has been no of- 


ficial indication of the trend of 
the projected diplomacy. Still, as 
a matter of speculation one would 
expect that the 
Chinese 
policy 


would be made to fit into a gen- 
eral far eastern program for halt- 
ing the spread of Communism in 
that vast area. 


So far as concerns China the 


big question is whether the na-

Asia as

whole. The 
major 


question is how America and her 
democratic allies can build a dam 
to prevent the spread of commu- 
nism in the orient. 


In considering this problem one 


tnvisages the creation of a series 
of positions which would form a 
huge arc 
about 
western 
and 


southern China, from Japan to 
India. Please take a look at your 
maps of Asia and see what this 
means. 


Quite An Arc 


You will see that this arc in- 


cludes 
Japan, 
the 
Philippines, 


French Indo-China, Siam, Malay, 
the Dutch East Indies, Burma 


India 
One would expect that 


*he new Asiatic program, unless 
it represents a 
great 
change, 


would include the consolidation of 
this vast arc against the Red ad- 
vance 


to the Communists. Indeed, there 


e many military experts who 


bold that Japan is a more power- 
ful base of operations than China, 
since the former has a greater 
military potential. 


There is one important point to 


be considered in connection with 
the creation of such a defensive 
?rc. Its solidarity most certain- 
ly would depend on satisfying the 
nationalist ambitions of the na- 
tive peoples concerned. 


A General Problem 


Thus we shall find, I believe, 


that China will be regarded as a 
part of the general far eastern 
problem, and must be treated as 
.uich. This would not, of course, 
prejudice the granting of further 
material aid to the nationalists, 
providing that fits the new far 
pastern policy. 


It is true that there still are 


considerable areas of nationalist 
resistance in China. Some close 
observers think it possible that 
these zones may get some form 
of assistance from 
the 
United 


States.

Rent Control 
Lids Off in 


Many States 


Chicago, Aug.

in at least °? cities since local op- 
tion authority, granted by con- 
gress, became effective on April 1.

Woods, federal housing expediter, 
lifted restrictions in 168 other com- 
munities but recently slapped them 
tiack on °n three after rents rose 
sharply. 
i Five states also have taken ac-

sion of the 1949 rent control act 
itoward abolishing ceilings or set- 
ting up their own systems. 


In Nevada a bill passed by the 


legislature is awaiting signature ot 
the governor to knock out-restric- 
tions. 


Nebraska has completed action 


and lifting of controls there awaits 
notification by the governor to the 
housing expediter of the state's 
intention.

Wtecoiula Lift§ Lid 


In Wisconsin, a bill signed by 


the governor Saturday will lift the 
lids on June 1, 1850, but allow, 
meanwhile, immediate rent in- 
creases of from 15 to 20 per cent. 
It also revises eviction regulations. 


A bill passed by the Alabama 


legislature to decontrol that state 
has become snarled in a court test 
over whether it was signed by the 
governor within the time limit al- 
lowed to make it legal. 


The report on the decontrol in 


cities was made by the American 
Municipal association which lists 
8,000 city governments in its mem- 
bership. 


The association said that a num- 


ber of cities had decided against 
removing rent ceilings at this time 
and that at least 56 others have 
scheduled hearings on the propos- 
al. 


Most in Southwest 


Most of the cities which banned 


restrictions are in the southwest 
with more than half of them in 
Texas and Oklahoma alone. 


The provision under which the 


local actions have been taken was 
ruled unconstitutional last week by 
Federal Judge Elwyn R. Shaw in 
Chicago. Woods said at that time 
the ruling would be appealed to 


the U. S. supreme court and that 
pending judgment there he would 
continue to enforce the law. 


Another suit challenging the law 


by a group of landlords will be 
heard here later by a three-judge 
federal court.

More than a year ago President 


Truman laid the plan in congress 
lap to help Europe recover from 
the war. 


And last year congress approv- 


ed it and voted money to keep it 
going for one year. But it's a four- 
year plan. 
So, for each of the four years it 


must come before congress, when 
then has to decide to: 


1. Kill it 
altogether, 
in- 


•tead of letting it run the 
full four years. (That's not 
going to happen this year.) 


2. Or, approve it for an- 


other year and vote money 
for it for another year, suit- 
Ing itself on how much money 
It votes. 
In congress there's a big differ- 


ence between approving (author- 
izing) 
something- 
and 
voting 


money (appropriating) for it 


They're two separate 
actions. 


Congress may 
authorize some- 


thing but not get around to ap- 
propriating for it for weeks or 
months. 


So this year the plan came up 


in congress again. In April the 
house and senate authorized it for 
one year more. 


That was in the spring and 


Mr. Truman had asked congress 
to appropriate $4,200,000,000 for it 
tor another year. 


Dawdles Around 


Dawdling 
along 
with 
other 


stuff, congress didn't get around 
to appropriating money for the 
plan till this summer. 


The house acted in June on that 


but decided Mr. Truman was ask- 
ing too much and trimmed the 
total. 


Then it was the senate's turn 


since there couldn't be any appro- 
priation at all unless the senate 
also voted money and both houses 
were in agreement on how much. 
But— 


Before the senate could vote, it 


had to have 
an 
appropriations 


bill outlining how the money was 
to be spent. 


It's the job of the senate's ap- 


propriations committee to prepare 
the bill. This it did. 


Total Too High 


But it also, thought* the presi- 


dent was asking too much. Like 
the house, it decided the total 
should be chopped. 


But the senate 
appropriations 


committee went a step further. It 
wrote these instructions into the 


bill before sending it up to the 
senate for a vote: 


One billion, 800 million dollars 


cf the total money (including that 
for occupied areas), 
should 
be 


used for buying surplus American 
crops—like tobacco, cotton, wheat, 
dairy stuff—to send to Europe. 


Thla brought a steaming argu- 


ment last week when the senate 
#ot around to voting appropria- 
tions for the plan. 


Some senators argued the sur- 


plus crop idea was meant to give 
"Farm Relief" to American far- 
mers 
instead of 
really helping 


Europe. 


They argued whether the sur- 


plus crop provision had any place 
in the bill at all. 


Finally, Vice President Bark- 


ley ruled it shouldn't be there. 
So— 


The appropriations bill had to 


go back 
to the 
appropriations 


committee to be fixed up all over 
again so it could be sent up to 
the senate again to be chewed 
over and voted upon.

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Aboard H. M. S. Jamaica at sea, 


Aug. 1 — (AP) — This 8,000-ton 
ruiser sped today to icndezvous 
with the British sloop Amethyst, 
whose bold escape from Chinese 
Red captivity in the Yangtze ri- 
/er Saturday made naval history. 
The meeting is expected tomor- 
ow. 
Dramatic details of the Am- 
thyst's dash for freedom were 
ecounted by Vice-Adm. A. C. G. 
Madden, aecond in command of the 
British navy's far eastern station. 


The vessel had been pinned 


down by the Communists in the 
Yangtze since April 20 when she 
vas caught m -a disastrous duel 
with Red shore batteries. 


Timing Was Vital 


Madden said the escape was "all 
cry well planned and conducted.

sharp turns m an effort to get 
sast the Woosung forts before 
dawn. 


The British sloop had only nine 


tons of fuel left out of a 50-ton 
supply when she started her dash, 
Madden said. He said the nine 
tons were enough to steam for 12 
hours at 12 knots and that this 
indicated the sloop was traveling 
at forced draft during the dash. 


The British were jubilant over 


the new turn in the "Amethyst 
affair," which started last April 20 
with a confused battle in the 
Yangtze between the Amethyst 


and three other British warships 
and the Communists ashore. 


Forty-four Killed 


Forty-four British sailors per- 


ished in the April 20 fighting. 
Afterwards the Communists train- 
ed shore guns on the Amethyst, 
lying at anchor off Rose island, 60 
miles downstream from Nanking, 
and refused to let her leave until 
the British paid reparations for 
254 Red troops they said were 
killed. 


Negotiations were difficult be- 


cause the Communists as yet have 
no recognized government. 


The British foreign office de- 


clared it has been and atill is 
ready "to discuss responsibility 
for the April incident on an ap- 
propriate level."

cided that from now on I will treat 
all reporters and newsmen uni- 
formly. No matter what question 
I am asked. No matter what the 
circumstances. No matter who the 
reporter is, my answer will al- 
ways be the same—'No com- 
ment.' " 


If followed, this policy will be 


in marked contrast to a recent 
impromptu press conference in 
which he:

Started to swing at a newsman 
Terminated the interview by 


saying- 
the

sought "is my own damn busi- 
ness " 


Vaughan had 
just 
returned 


from a vacation. Reporters were 
asking him who had paid for his 
trip and about his connection with 
former Army Lt. Col. James V. 
Hunt. Hunt was named in a news- 
paper story as a man who claimed 
he could help get government con- 
tracts and who charged "five per 
cent" for the service He named 
Vaughan as one of his "very good 
contacts." 


Upthot at this whole affair is a 


Congressional investigation of the 
"five per cent" racket, Vaughan's 
possible connection with it, plus 
a demand that Vaughan be dis- 
missed as the President's military 
aide. 


The General attributes this and 


past notoriety to an unfortunate 
knack for getting into headlines. 


"Believe me, nobody in this 


town likes publicity less than I

Do 'Wonder1 Drugs Guide Us? 


The American people should concern themselves about 


the health cf their leaders. This is the advice of Burnet 
Hershey in a recent article in the Nation magazine. 


Author Hershey contends that ulcers, high blood pres- 


sure, heart trouble, nervous exhaustion and various other 
ailments are becoming almost occupational with modern 
statesmen. Batteries of medicine bottles fill the luggage of 
the traveling statesman today, he declares. He hints that 
there might be a permanent council of physicians to keep an 
eye on this nation's leaders and see that their illnesses do not 
adversely affect their judgment and decisions and, indirectly, 
the interests of their nation. 
A more specific proposal is advanced in an article by 


Ladislas Farago in the current issue of the United Nations 
World. He would have the nation copy the system used by 
the American navy in the recent war. Admiral King stole 
the idea from the Germans who, in turn, got it from a Swiss 
physician. 
All admirals were required to undergo a thorough check- 


up on the eve of major operations. Medical officers were 
made responsible for the fitness of their superiors. They had 
unlimited authority to "ground" their patients, without con- 
sideration for the state of the war, if and when they regarded 
them as physically or mentally unfit for command. And the 
authority was used. 
Farago argues that this regulation was ultimately fair 


to the individual concerned, who should not want to command 
unless at his best, and to the navy and the nation.

Tuberculosis Death 


Rate Is Decreasing 


New York, Aug l—fAp) 
The 


tuberculosis death rate in the 
United States last year was 11 per 
cent under 1947, the sharpest de- 
crease in this country in one year 
since 1921, the National Tuber- 
culosis Association reported yes- 
terday. 


The death rate last year was 


29.8 in 100,000 population, as com- 
pared with 33.5 in-1947, according 
to provisional figures made pub- 
lic by Dr. James E. Perkins, man- 
aging director of the association. 


Dr. Perkins said, however, that 


the number of new cases reported 
last year increased. Also, tuber- 
culosis continued to take the lives 
of more persons between the age's 
of 15 and 34 than other disease. 


New cases reported in 1947 


totalled 133.000, and last year 
145,000. 


"The increase," Dr. Perkins said, 


"i$ undoubtedly due in part to the 
increasing use of group chest X- 
rap 
surveys to 
find 
unknown 


cases."

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Braiman Says 
Farm Proposal 


Not Adequate 


Juneau, Wis., Aug. 1— 


Dairy farmers are not going to 
get adequate price protection and 
consumers are not going to get 
the dairy products they need under 
the farm bill recently selected by 
the house of representatives, dairy- 
men were told yesterday. 


Secretary of Agriculture Bran- 


nan passed 'on this prophecy in a 
speech in the heart of the mid 
west's dairyland. He criticized the 
house for rejecting his own farm 
plan. 


The house measure, said Bran- 


nan, which would continue present 
farm price supports for another 
year, would assure dairymen an 
average of only $3.53 for 100 
pounds of milk. This is a level 
"so unrealistic" that is has little 
meaning, he told members of 
dairy co-operatives at their annual 
picnic. 


His own plan, aimed at higher 


farm income and cheaper food, 
would support milk prices at an 
average of $4.22. 


Brannan repeated h*s recom- 


mendatioms for production pay- 
ments as a means of supporting 
producer returns for perishable 
products such as meats, dairy anc 
poultry products, fruits and vege- 
tables. 


Under this plan the government 


would not interfere, with market' 
prices. When they dropped below 
a predetermined fair level, the 
government would make up the 
difference 
to farmers 
through 


subsidies. 


If the government is to support 


prices of perishables, Brannan 
went on, it must do so either by a 
production payment plan or by 
a food stamp program. Under the 
stamp plan the government would 
issue stamps to low-income groups 
for purchase of surplus commodi- 
ties at regular stores. The govern- 
ment would redeem the stamps 
from stores. 


Two From State Cop 
Model Plane Honors
